Next Year's Cotton Seed—Anthracnose,' or cotton boll rot. has infected all cotton seed 
grow n east of a 
vanning from W ichita Falls south through Lllan, Austin Bastrop 
and Bay City. 
All farm ers east of that line should plow under or cut and burn all cot­ 
ton stalks and get seed for next year’s planting from points west of that line. 
To plant 
infected seed will mean disaster to the crop next spring and summ er. 
An opportunity 
for profitable cooperation is presented to farm ers on both sides of the line. 
Those on 
the infected side should get together, combine their orders and buy seek in bulk. 
Farm ers in the non-infested area should unite and seek a m arket for their surplu8 seed. 


The Boll Weevil—There are more boll weevils in the cotton fields of Texas than at any 
time in the history of the state. 
The menace to next year’s crop is very great. 
All 
cotton stalks should have been plowed under or burned before this time, but if this 
lias not been done no time should be lost Jn attending to this im portant m atter, 
lf the 
weevils are not destroyed before they go into winter quarters it will be hazardous to 


plant cotton on the land next year.

first egg-selling association establish ­ 
ed in M ississippi and h as been 
in 
operation for several y ears. 
D uring 
the p ast year it h as been returning as 
much a s $17 each month to som e of 
its m em bers. 
The association secures a market, 
crates and ships the eggs and returns 
27c to the farmer for every dozen 
eggs he furnishes. 
The remaining Sc 
covers the cost of express and crating 
no charge being made for the services 
of E. P. Clayton of the poultry de­ 
partment, who handles the eggs for 
the members. The association is now 
shipping 
ninety 
dozen 
fresh 
eggs 
every week. 
A number of these egg-selling asso­ 
ciations are doing good work in the 
state. 
Without co-operation the farm­

bridges, 
s tru ctu rally weak, have been erected 
because th e men responsible to th e 
people failed to secure com p te n t en ­ 
gineering advice, and. as in m any in­ 
stan ces, the 
word ‘ reinforced 
con­ 
c re te ” has been compelled to cover a 
g re ater m ultitude of sins than could 
have found sh elter under the "m an tle 
of ch arity .” 
T h e need of sound e n ­ 
gineering advice can not be too g re a t­ 
ly em phasized; it tak es an engineer 
to desigu bridges ju st as it tak es a 
tailor to design clothes, and not until 
this fact has been thoroughly grasped 
by the officials in charge of the roads, 
and action tak en accordingly will the 
w aste of public funds be stopped. Do­ 
ing w ithout au engineer is never an 
economy, n eith er is it advisable to 
let a c o n tra cto r or a bridge com pany 
do the work th at is properly the prov­ 
ince of an engineer in the em ploy of 
the city or county. 
T he n um ber of bridge failures, as 
well as the co nstantly Increasing coat 
of rep airs due to m ore and heavier 
traffic, has forced the road offiicals 
throughout the sta te to the conclusion 
th at the "happy go lucky” m ethods of 
bridge design and m aintenance m ust 
go; and that, in the future every ef­ 
fort m u st be m ade t o ^ e t the most 
value for the money expended. 
In 
m ost cases it is impossible at present 
to replace all the stru c tu re s now sp a n ­ 
ning our stre a m s with o th ers of a 
m ore 
p erm an en t 
type, 
but 
every 
county in the state should m ake the 
effort to construct one or two m od­ 
ern bridges each year.
